BILL TO LEGALIZE

JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo., Feb. 
19. 
—J. M. Schü tz, Wichita, Kas., was 
burned to death this morning in a 
fire which destroyed the southwest 
wing of the Madison Hotel here. 
Damage to the building and con­ 
tents of the historic old hostelry 
w^as estim ated at approximately $50,- 
000 by firemen. 
The cause of the 
fire w’as not determined, but hotel 
attendants expressed a belief that 
the 
blaze 
originated 
in 
Schü tz' 
room on the third 
floor from a 
lighted cigarette setting fire to bed- 
clothing. 
About 
100 
guests 
w'ere 
routed 
from the building shortly after dis­ 
covery of the blaze. 
Many left the 
burning structure 
in night 
cloth­ 
ing. 
The blaze w^as brought under con­ 
trol shortly after 9 :30 o’clock , after 
capital city firemen had fought the 
fire for almost three hours. 
Among the guests of the hotel 
w’ere a number of legislators and 
newspaper correspondents. 
Firemen said smok e and flames 
prevented 
them 
from 
reaching 
Schü tz. 
A number of firemen from St. 
Louis and Kansas City here in the 
interest of a firemen’s pension bill 
which is before the Missouri legis­ 
lature assisted 
in 
fighting 
the 
blaze. 
Representative William Hick s, of 
Kansas City, one of the veteran 
members 
of 
the 
legislature, 
w^as 
carried from his room on the third 
floor dowm a ladder by firemen. 
Two local firemen were slightly 
injured fighting the blaze. 
One of the oldest hostelries in 
Central Missouri, the Madison Hotel 
w^as orginally built before the civil 
ing 
presidential 
opposition, 
the war. 
It w'as partially destroyed by 
senate surged ahead today toward 
passage of the veterans loan bill.

—A measure to create a state rac­ 
ing commission and legalize horse 
races in Missouri was introduced 
in the house of the legislature to­ 
day. 
Pari-mutuel of the certificate 
form of betting would be author­ 
ized. 
A bi-partisan commission of four 
members, named by the governor, 
would license, supervise and regu­ 
late races and betting. 
No associa­ 
tion or organization staging a race 
could 
hold 
races 
more 
than 
61 
calendar days a year. 
A license of $1,500 a day would 
be required for races in or near 
St. Louis, $1,000 a day for races in 
or near Kansas City, and all others 
at county fairs and the State Fair 
at Sedalia would he licensed on a 
six day meet basis, the commission 
to fix the license, not more than 
$50 for each meeting. 
A tax of 20 
cents also would be Imposed on 
each 
admission 
tick et. 
Revenue 
from the fees and tick et tax would 
go to the state to promote animal 
husbandry and to be used for prem­ 
iums for livestock exhibits at fairs 
and agricultural exhibitions. 
The 
19 29 
legislature created 
a 
commission of three senators and 
three representatives to mak e a sur­ 
vey and recommend legislation for 
authorized racing in the state. The 
hill today is the result.

olff and Joffee reiterated the 
contention of

and opponents of the plan that the 
tax Increases would shift too much 
o f the burden 
o f taxation on cities 
and m etropolitan areas and their 
industries, Joffee citing an estim ate 
by the state tax commission made 
yesterday showing the income tax 
bill alone would bring in increased 
revenue 
o f more than $26,000,000 a 
year. 
Rep. Jones, In reply, declared the 
figures by the tax commission and 
opponents of the plan, who esti­ 
m ate 
an 
even 
greater 
increase, 
w ere "wild.” 
Jones said he had 
asked the state auditor for an esti­ 
m ate on the Increases the Income 
tax bill would produce, based on 
the present state income tax fig­ 
ures, and tha t tha t estim ate was 
the bill w'ould bring in an addi­ 
tional $8,000,000 a year. 
This is 
$1,000,000 more than the estim ate 
m ade 
by 
the 
survey 
commission 
financial experts. 
Jones also reiterated the conten­ 
tion of survey proponents and the 
rural group in the house that tangi­ 
ble property is bearing the brunt 
of the tax burden and the plan is 
one to equalize taxation and get at 
intangible wealth. 
Rep. Joffee, opposing the bills, 
declared the cities were not opposed 
to shifting the burden on "a really 
equitable basis,” but that "the sur­ 
vey plan proposes to place taxation 
on the cities on a basis in excess 
of their representation.” Joffee said 
the 
cities 
were 
not 
opposed 
to 
doubling the state income tax, as 
Governor Caulfield has recommend­ 
ed. 
Rep. Schneider said he realized 
the 
sentim ent in the house was 
overwhelmingly 
in 
favor 
of 
the 
plan, but said if the program was 
voted through "the news will be 
broadcast the legislature is domi­ 
nated 
entirely 
by 
rural 
interests 
and they have taken this pow'er, 
settled a great tax burden on the 
cities and established a precedent 
which miglit be followed with fur­ 
ther placing of taxes on the cities.” 
He declared "the result will be a 
blight on the state and Missouri 
will become known as an unsafe 
place for capital.” 
Rep. Miller, Republican, of An­ 
drew county, replied that instead of 
Schneider’s contention "this will be 
one of the best advertising moves 
Missouri ever put over.” 
He said 
the state wmuld become known “as 
a place wiiere people have to pay 
their just and equitable share of 
taxes.” 


JEFFER SO N CITY, Mo„ Feb. 19. 
—The house of the Missouri legis­ 
lature by an overwelming vote to­ 
day passed the three principal tax 
increase m easures to produce the 
revenue for the proposed plan of 
the state survey commission to im­ 
prove the state eleemosynary, penal 
and educational 
institutions 
and 
rural schools. 
W ith but little debate, and with 
rural 
out-state 
m embers 
solidly 
back of the bill, the vote on the 
three m easures w’as taken shortly 
before the noon recess. 
The first bill which would in­ 
crease the state income tax on a 
graduated basis, and establish the 
rate from one and one-half to four 
and one-half per cent, was passed 
113 to 25 with 12 absent. 
Only two 
out-state 
representatives 
voted 
against it. 
Representative Jackson 
D. Stitt, republican of Grundy coun­ 
ty and R epresentative T. W. H ar­ 
per of Vernon county. 
Thirteen of the St. Louis delega­ 
tion of 16 voted against the pro­ 
posal, three being absent, but only 
three in the Kansas City and Jack­ 
son county delegation of ten joined 
the St. Louisians in opposing the 
measure. 
The other two bills, which would 
double the state corporation fran­ 
chise tax iiassed 101 to 29 on the 
first m easure and 112 
to 
22 
on 
the second. 


nolds, Carthage, a third member, 
closed the arguments for the pro­ 
ponents last night with the state­ 
ment that m easures w^ere constitu­ 
tional.

Also making a second appearance 
in protest, W'eisenberger attacked a 
statem ent made by Representative

Jones 
denouncing indus­ 
tries. 
Jones, In his afternoon address, 
had ridiculed the statem ents made 
by industrial leaders that industry 
would be forced to leave Missouri 
if th proposed tax bill was passed. 
Later he said “if these industries 
don’t w*ant to pay these taxes let 
them move to Kansas, or to Illinois, 
or let them move to hell.” 
W isenberger referred to the tax 
commission estim ates that the sur­ 
vey income taxe bill w^ould produce 
$26,000,000 
revenue 
annually, 
and 
asked the committee w'hy “this fact 
finding group had never been asked 
before for figures on the effects of 
the bill.” 
Representative Wm. P. Elmer, re­ 
publican, Dent county, closed the 
hearing last night with a prediction 
the house of representatives would 
pass the three survey tax bills to­ 
morrow by a large majority. He 
humorously outlined the position of 
the opponents of the m easure say­ 
ing “politics makes strange bedfel­ 
low's and so do the survey bills.” 
Each advocate of the bills denied 
an effort w’as being made to array 
city against country In the cam­ 
paign for the bills, w’hile most of 
them said there also w^as no basis 
for a charge that politics w’as be­ 
ing, injected into the discussions. 
Y esterday’s 
hearing 
brought 
a 
multitude of farm ers and persons 
from the rural sections of the state 
here to “give evidence of the senti­ 
ment for the bills.” Long before the 
hearings started the senate galleries 
and al available space was packed 
and jammed by a throng of men 
and women wrearing a badge bearing 
the single word ‘‘justice.” 
The “no compromise” statem ents 
of the advocates were directed at 
the plea of industries for a straight 
two per cent income tax rate as 
recommended 
by 
Governor 
Caul­ 
field in his message to the legis­ 
lature. The committee has a liill to 
make that increase before it, intro­ 
duced by Senator A. H. Clark, dem­ 
ocrat, Richmond, a member of the 
committee. He will urge adoption of 
this measure by the committee in*, 
stead of the survey revenue bills. 
Action on the proposals is ex­ 
pected by the latter part of next 
week in the senate, leaders said. 
R epresentative 
Langdon 
Jones, 
democrat, of Kennett, chairman of 
the special house committee on sur­ 
vey legislation w'ho was a member 
of the survey commission, is chief 
sponsor 
of 
the 
m easures 
in 
the 
house and handles the bills on the 
floor. 
The three m easures were ordered 
engrossed by the low'er branch of 
the assembly 
last 
Tuesday 
and 
W^ednesday, 
rural 
representatives 
lining up solidly back of the pro­ 
posals and city members, wiio claim 
the rogram of tax increases w'ould 
place an undue

on the 
cities and their industries, futilely 
opposing the proposals.

Bills Up In House 
JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo., Feb. 19. 
—The 
tax 
increase 
and 
revenue 
producing bills for the state sur­ 
vey commission program came up 
in the house of the Missouri legis­ 
lature today for final passage as a 
special order of business wdth more 
ll’.an 100 of the 150 representatives 
in favor of the proposals. 
The bills, three in number, w'ould 
increase the state income tax rate, 
now one per cent, on a graduated 
basis, cstabli.c;hing the rate at from 
one and one-half to four and one- 
half per cent, and w'ould double the 
corporation franchise tax. 
Survey 
cmmission 
experts 
esti­ 
mated the tax bills would produce 
$7,000,000 the first year, increasing 
to 
more 
than 
$12,000,000 
in 
the 
tenth year of the proposed improve­ 
m ent period. 
The revenue would put into oper­ 
ation the survey commission’s rec­ 
ommendations for state expenditure 
of $192,000,000 during the ten year 
period, but the commission proposes 
$125,000,000 of this would be shift­ 
ed from the counties.

Behind the double tragedy 
a coroner’s jury found a story of a 
friendship broken by jealousy. The 
women became rivals in the v/ork 
of the Laguna Beach Community 
Theatie shortly before their deaths. 
Attorneys for Miss Van Essa Mc­ 
Dowell, 
principal legatee and ad- 
m ’-iistratrix of Mrs. Palm er’s estate, 
are 
prosecuting 
the 
case, 
while 
Moresby White, executor of Miss 
Ritchie’s estate, appears as her at­ 
torney. 
The prosecution opened with a 
statem ent It w'ould prove the ac­ 
tress murdered 
Mrs. Palmer and 
therefore, under California law% her 
heirs w'ere not entitled to receive 
bequests to her in Mrs. Palm er’s 
w'ill. 
White 
asserted 
testimony 
would show' Miss Ritchie was tem ­ 
porarily insane. 
Dr. B. B. Mason, called to the 
scene of the shooting, testified he 
found Mrs. Palm er had been dead 
four hours.

Early in the session the house 
rejected a resolution by Rep. Calvin 
to memoralize the President and 
congress to submit the prohibition 
question to the voters.
